Judged by the way the Quay and Hast-

The cdnvention was announced to meet 
@t 11 o’clock, but it was within five min- 
utes of the noon hour when State Chairman 
Gilkeson rapped for order. 

The atmosphere in the hall reached an 
almost torrid warmth and Governor Hast- 
ings vigorous!y used a fan, which contain- 
ed an inscription: ‘‘To keep cool and vote 
for Quay.”’ 

When Chairman Gilkeson had called the 
body to orier Secretary Fetterolf read the 
call for the convention and Secretary Rex 
Ca.led the roll of delegates. 

All of the 289 delegates responded to their 
hames and then nominations for temporaryx 
Chairman were called for.

Governor 
Hastings, after consulting with Senator 
Quay, moved that no recess be taken by 
the convention, but that it continue in ses- 
sion until all business should be disposed 
of. This was also agreed ‘to. 

Representative. Stone presented a resolu- 
tion suspending the rule which provides 
for the election of a state chairman dy the 
candidates selected at the convention and 
the permanent chairman and providing for 
the election by the convention. There was 
‘no opposition to this. 

Senator Quay then presented the following 
resolution, which was referred to the com- 
mittee on resolutions: ; 

“Resolved, That we decry the growing 
use of money in politics and the corporate 
control of legislaturés, municipal cuunciis, 
potitical primaries and elections and favor 
the enactment of legislat.on and eniorce- 
men of laws to correct such abuses. 

“We earnestly insist upon a furm of 
civil service which will prevent the en- 
slavement vf public officers and employes 
and the compelling of those appointed to 
preserve tle peace to confine themselves to 
their duties, which will insure absolute 
freedom and fairness in bestowing Siate 
aud county and municipal contracts, and 
will punish any form of favoritism in 
granting them; which will forbid the grant 
of exclusive franchises to deal in public 
necessities, comforts, conveyance and sani- 
tary requirements, and will insure the rec- 
ognition of ability and fidelity in the public 
service, keeping service to the courtry 
ever foremost when accompanied by ability 
and fitness. 

“We demand that public office should be 
for the pwblic benefit and its term in sub- 
ordinate positions should be during good 
behavior. 

‘No public employe er officer should be 
permitted to influence primaries or elec- 
tions nor upon any pretense to be assessed 
upon his salary, and all unnecessary pos:- 
ticns and salaries should be abolished and 
expenditures and ‘taxation reduced; there 
should be a uniferm basis of valuation of 
property for publié purposes; corporations 
enjoying public privileges should pay for 
them and schools should be divorced from 
politics and kept absolutely free from po- 
litical influence and control.’ 


' Hastings for Permanent Chairman. 


Chairman Eyre, of the organization com- 
mittee, formally reported that Governor 
Hastings had been agreed upon as perma- 
nent chairman and the temporary chair- 
man appointed Senator Quay and Christo- 
ther L. Magee, of Pittsburg, to escort the 
governor to the platform. 

The trio were cheered long and loud as 
they marched down the aisle. A spirit of 
harmeny now pervaded the heated con- 
vention hall and the already enthusiastic 
delegates became noisier than ever. The 
cleering continued until long after the gov- 
ernor had reached the stage. Upon taking 
the chair, the governor said: 

“Gentlemen of the Conrvention--I thank 
you most sincerely for this great honor. 
The weather is too warm. 
@ speech. I “msy, however, say that the 
fecent @vents in the republican party of 
Pennsylvania prove the saying that electric 
storms have the effect of clearing the at- 
mosphere, and we,reserve the cyclone fur 
the free trade, ebt-creating democratic 
party.’’

The financial and tari’ planks are as 
follows: 

“We accept unreservedly the declaration 
enunciated by the republican national 
convention of 1892 that we demand tne 
yse of both go.a anu silver money with 
such restrictiuNs @uu under such provis- 
ions, to be determined by legisiation, as 
will secure the maintenance WU tMe parity 
of vaiues of the two metals so that the 
purchasing and debt-paying power of tue 
aoliar, whetaer of siiver, goid or paper, 
shai: at ali times be equai. 

“Maithful to the republican party and

Iver or notes, shall be of stable value 
and of equa} purchasing power, this con- 
vention hereby declares its opposition to 
the debasement of the national currency by 
the admission of silver to free and ul- 
limited coinage at the arbitrary ratio of 
16 to 1. 

“We declare our continued adherence to 
the protective policy which has been so 
sturdily championed for one hundred years 
by the great men of our state and of our 
nation, and to the acceptance of which 
policy by the repubiican party the country 
owes all the prosperity it has enjoyed dur- 
ing the last thirty years. 

“We insist upon the passage of such 
legislation as will secure the restoration 
and maintenance of this policy without 
qualification or abatement. 

“The democratic party. under Mr. Cleve- 
land’s leadership, ig charged with the 
precipitation upon the country in tne early 
part of 1893 of the most disastroms indus- 
trial and financial panic in our history, 
which was caused by the open threat of 
Mr. Cleveland to destrov the protective 
pelicy and by the fear that other radical 
and destructive legislative changes would 
be attemrted under the same leadership.

INTERESTED IN THE EXPOSITION 


Atlanta’s Committeemen Are Handsome: 
ly Entertained by the Officials—They 
Attend Concerts and Bull Fights 


San Luis Potosi, Mex., via Laredo, Au- 
gust 28.—(Special.)}—The Atlanta committee 
reached San Luis Potosi yesterday and 
were met at the train by a delegatign of 
prominent Americans, headed by Mr. Bak- 
er Mangum, division superintendent of the 
Mexican National railroad. The members 
of the party were driven over the city and 
to the large silver smelter located in the 
suburbs. This smelter is the next largest 
and best equipped in the world. In the 
evening General Carlos Diag Gutierrez, the 
governor of this state, gave in the cuom- 
mittee’s honor a concert in the principal 
plaza and as a souvenir of the occasion pre- 
sented each member of the committee with 
a beautiful and artistic programme which 
had been especially prepared. 

After leaving the plaza, we were es- 
corted to the theater where a most en- 
joyable concert was given in honor of our 
visit by a splendid orchestra. Not content 
with these two delightful musical treats 
a serenade was given at 2 o’clock by the 
military band. 

At 10 o’clock today the party called on 
the governor and extended to him and his 
staff an invitation to attend the exposition, 
which he accepted, saying that he expected 
to reach Atlanta in October. i 

Governor Gutierrez is one of the most 
prominent men in Mexico and is a great 
friend of Americans. He expressed deep 
interest and sympathy in the exposition 
and its great scope. After our interviewee 
we were driven through the governor’s 
gardens and were shown through the pal- 
ace of the archbishop of this diocese. We 
have been simply overwhelmed with kind- 
ness and attention at San Luis Potosi, 
and feel that the promised visit of the 
governor will do the exposition much good 
as he is probably next to President Diaz 
in the eyes of the republic. ’

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IT KILLS HARRISON, 


Quay’s Success Will Keep the Ex,Pres- 
ident Out of the Race. 
Indianapolis, ind., August 28.—In an edi- 
torial discussing the effect of Senator 
Quay’s victory upon Gap Harrison's 
candidacy, The News, whieh is regarded as 
the ex-president’s organ, says this evening: 
“A man who has been close to General 
Harrison personally for several years says 
the victory of Senator Quay will settle 
General Harrison’s determination not to 
allow his friends to begin any movement in 
his behalf; not that he and his friends do 
not believe they could seeyre the nomina- 
tion, but because the general will not allow 
himself to be drawn into the contest for 

nomination. 

“It is now evident that both Pennsylva- 
nia and New York would be against Gener- 
al Harrison,” said this man. “Our infor- 
mation is that Platt will never allow New 
York to cast its vote for him, We all know 
how Quay feels* toward Harrison, and if it 
is true that he has won his fight it means 
that Harrison could expect nothing from 
Pennsylvania. I think it is generally be- 
lieved that the masses of the republicans 
of these two states are for Harrison, but 
the bosses will control the delegations. 
General Harrison will never allow tm 
use of his name in a convention in which 
New York and Pennsylvania are against 
him. He would have been glad to have 
seen Quay beaten, as a good thing for the 
party.”’ 


THE KENTUCKY CAMPAIGN, 


Without Doubt the People Are Behind 
Hardin in His Fight. 

Litchfield, Ky., August 28.—The fifth de- 
bate of the series of twelve between Messrs. 
Bradiey and Hardin took place here this 
afternoon before the greatest crowd that 
ever atténded a political meeting in west- 
ern Kentucky. General Hardin was intro- 
duced by Judge T. B. MeBeath. He opened 
the debate in an address of one hour and 
fifteen minutes. He spoke. principally on 
the negro question. a 

Colonel Bradley was intreduced by Judge 
H. W. Story. He began his speech by de- 
riding Hardin for stooping to such dema- 
gogic methods as the negro cry, and again 
stated that he was opposed to equal rights 
in hotels and opera houses for the races, as 
it would result in blood being shed. He de- 
voted the remainder of his remarks to an 
expose of the mismanagement of state af- 
fairs and the money issue. 

The next meeting will be held at Emi- 
nence next Friday. it will open the fight 
in central Kentucky. 

The fact that the people are with Hardin 
in this campaign becomes more apparent 
at every joint debate.

| MUST BE PIBTZEL. 


Many Circumstances Indicate That He 


Was Killed at Indianapolis. : 


H. H. HOLMES 18 WANTED THERE 


The Authorities Say That They Car 
Convict Him. 


STRONG EVIDENCE AGAINST HIM 


His Attorney Has a Talk with Him About 
the Latest Discoveries—The Mur- 
derer Hasa Story Ready. 


Indianapolis, Ind., August 28.—Last night 
three large charred chunks were found in 
the chimney of the ‘house in Irvington, 
where H. H. Holmes is supposed to have 
murdered Howard Pietzel. This merning 
examinations showed that one was a hu- 
man liver, part of the intestines, stomach 
and spine of a human being. Another was 
the base of a'skull with three vertebrae at- 
tached to the larynx and dried up brains. 
The third was part of the pelvis with a 
section of the thigh bone attached. The 
doctors were able to distinguish these only 
after the charred flesh had been scraped 
away. A bunch of black hair, correspond- 
ing to that of the murdered lad, was dug 
from the dirt of the cellar this morning. 
From the bottom of the stove in which the 
body is supposed to have been burned the 
detectives scraped a substance which they 
suppose was formed by the blood and 
grease from the body. 
dently burned on the second floor, after 
which the stovepipe was removed and the 
unburned portions thrown into the chimney 
flue, the base of which rests on the cellar 
floor. This morning the chimney was 
torn away and a scarf pin was found, It 
was made in the shape of a twig with 
branches and flower ornaments and is sup- 
posed to have been worn by the boy. At 
noon today the superintendent of police, 
Powell, and Coroner Castor went before 
the grand jury and presented the facts in 
the case. A strong effort will be made 
to bring Holmes here, as the evidence !»s 
thought to be very conclusive.

A BRUTE’S TERRIBLE CRIME, 


Annie Postulka Slashed and Cut to 
Pieces by Her Husband. 

New York, August 28,—One of the most 
atrocious murdérs that has occurred in 
New York for years was committed about 
10:30 o’clock today at 515 East Thirteenth 
street, when a jealous husband, crazed 
with rage because, as he claims, his wife 
wronged him, butchered her with a knife. 
The murdered woman was Annie Postulka, 
forty-five years of age. The murderer is 
Charles Postulka, a butcher, who married 
her two years ago when she was a widow 
with six children, all of whom are still 
living. The eldest is Lizzie, nineteen years 
old, who assisted her mother in running 
the Cafe Waldorf, at 114 East Fourth 
street. 

The murderer’s explanation of his act is” 
that he went home unexpectedly and 
found a strange man in a compromising 
position with his wife. He asserts that 
he saw sufficient to convince him that his 
wife was not a proper woman, and was 
unfaithful to him. He picked up a small 
butcher knife and slashed her until she 
was left a mangled corpse on the floor. 
The woman’s hands were cut to pieces 


-where she grasped the knife with which 


her death wounds were inflicted, and strug- 
gled madly with her murderer for its 
possession. The frenzied man drew the 
weapon across her throat from ear to 
ear. Then he shoved the blade down her 
throat and drew it across her cheek so 
that her chin-was almgst entirely cut away. 
Not satisfied with fhis, he jabbed the 
knife into the unfortunate woman’s back 
and cut out a large piece of flesh. 

The murderer was arrested while calmly 
seated in his wife’s cafe.

ree Days Takes Lauda- 
m and Dies. , 
“Columbia, S..C., August 28.—Last Sunday 
afternoon Wade J. Geiger and Charlies 
Daniels, two Young mén employed at that 
time at the lunatic asylum, bosom friends, 
were the happy grooms at a dothle wed- 
ding here, marrying Misses Sallie and 
Janie Kelly, aunt and niece, respectively. 
Love’s young dream started happily, but 
the end for one couple at least was sudden 
aad tragic. Within thirty-six hours Wade 
Geiger has died by his own hand, under an 
untenanted house within sight of his home, 
where his beautiful and happy young bride 
was waiting his return; died like a dog 
up under the house. There he crawled to 
death after embracing his wife, telling her 
“Goodby, darling.”” And her last sight of 
him is a pleasant memory, for as far as 
he could see her he kept looking back and 
emiling at her. The story of his death 
makes a strange romance. 

The dead man was thirty-one years of 
age. He had been an attendant at the 
lunatic asylum for five years. For seven 
or eight years he had known as a child the 
young golden-haired girl, who, at sixteen 
years of age, he married—now a handsome 
woman. z

Buffalo, N. Y., August 28.—Henry D. Fitz- 
gerald, a well known attorney, was kdnap- 
ed Saturday night and held until he paid 
for his liberty. Early in the evening Fitz- 
gerald met three toughs and at their invi- 
tation went to an opium joint on Michigan 
street. When they got him in the room 
they fell upon him, and after choking him 
until he was almost insensible, chained him 
to a chair. They then presented a check 
for $100. He refused at first, but several 
hours in a cramped position caused him to 
change his mind and he gave them a check 
for $60.

POISON IN THE WATER. 


Drinking Water of Mishawaka Drawn 
Through a Mass of Decayed Matter. 
South Bend, ind., August 28.—For several 

years Mishawaka, a small place three 
miles east of South Bend, has been visited 
annually by comtagious disease, causing 
many deaths. About three months ago an 
epidemic of diphtheria broke out which 
quickly spread over the entire village, with 
many fatalities, Workmen engagcd on an 
electric plant shut off the water to drain 
the large pit, or reservoir, from 4vhich the 
water mains of Mishawaka are supplied. 

The bed of the pit was covered with dead 

fish, snakes, dogs, cats and other dead ani- 

mals. 

Workmen who attempted to clean the pit 
were overcome. All of the’ water used in 
Mishawaka was drawn through this mass 
of decaying animal matter. 


WALSH SUED FOR $200,000. 


The United Press Charges Him with 
Betrayal of Trust. 

New York, August 28.—As John R. Walsh, 
of Chicago, came ashore from the Teutonic 
today he was served with a complaint in a 
suit for $200,000 brought against him by 
the United Press for betrayal of trust and 
violatiun of his fiduciary obligations while 
acting as a director end treasurer of that 
corporation. The complaint sets forth how 
Walsh,. while acting as director and treas- 
urer, and having full knowledge of the 
business affairs of the United Press, se- 
cretly formed a purpose of despoiling and 
destroying, the United Press for his own 


} personal benefit and that of @ rival Greant- 


zation and how, to that end, he disclosed 
to Victor F. Lawson and Melville E. Stone, 
beth executive officers of a rival corpora- 
tion, the business secrets of the United 
Press and exhibited to them statements in 
writing purporting to have been taken 
from the books of the plaintiff to show 
the financial condition of the corporation 
whose trusted treasurer he, at that time, 
was, and made to them false and fraudu- 
lent representations that the United Press 
was in a state of panic and bankruptcy. 

By the means indicated above, and by 
various other misrepresentations and slan- 
ders, Waish was able to divert from the 
I'nited Press business to the amount of 
upward of $70,000, included in this being 
the sums paid by The Chicago Herald 
and The Chicago Post, owned by John R. 
Walsh, and The Illinois Stats Zeitung, con- 
trclled by him indirectly, its proprietor be- 
ing under heavy financial obligations to 
him, and various other papers indirectly 
controlled or influenced by ‘nim, the details 
being plainly set forth in the complaint. 
Also that having done this, he, in February, 
1894, demanded payment of a sum of money 
then owing him by the United Press and 
resigned his position as director and treas- 
vrer of that corporation. When the money 
was promptly and fully paid, and the Unit- 
ed Press, driven into neither a condition 
of bankruptcy nor panic, Walsh sought to 
withdraw his resigaations in order tbat 
he might be once more in a position to 
obtain further information to use in hos- 
tility to the interests of the United Press 
and for his own personal prefit and aggran- 
dizement, and it was not until May 15, 189, 
that his final resignation was secured and 
accepted.

Pawnee Bill’s Show Hit by a Storm. 
Two Children Drowned. 

Bloomington, lll., August 28.—This region

DENBY HEARD FROM 


Did Not Think It Necessary To Cable. 
ito . Washington. 


HE HAB 70 BE STIRRED UP FROM HERE 


Several Convictions of Chinese Have 
Been Secured, He Says.

THE INVESTIGATION STILL PROCEEDS 


Everything Is Going on Smoothly—The 
Emperor Orders Liu Not To In- 
terfere with the Proce-dings.

Washington, August 28.—Minister Denby 
Peking, has cabled a long explanation to 
the state department with reference to 
events connected with the inquiry into the 
Kucheng massacre, which he had previous- 
ly failed to report, thereby causing some 


| dissatisfaction in official circles, 


Mr. Denby had maintained so long a si- 
lence despite the anxiety of the department 
to hear from him in regard to these mat- 
ters that it was determined to cable him 
a synopsis of the newspaper reports cabled 
from China in regard to the allaged Chi- 
nese attempts to prevent a full inquiry by 
the American and British commissioners 
into the massacre, and the reported reap- 
pointment of the degraded viceroy, Liu, 
the, supposed instigator of the Cheng-Tt 
riots. This was done, and Mr. Denby was 
requested to state whether these reports 
were true. « 

While the wording of the telegram thus 
sent can rdly be deemed a demand -for 
an explanation, according to the interpre- 
tation given it at the state department to- 
day, the fact that it was sent confirms the 
statements published that Mr. Denby’s long 
silence was causing dissatisfaction. On, 
the whole, the answer. of the minister 
Shows that he was diliigent in the perform- 
ance of his duty, and the explanation of 
his silence appears to be that he did not 
ueem some of the information in his pos- 
session sufficiently imp@rtant to cable. 

Today the department received ‘ispatches 
from’ Mr. Denby dated August 27th, in 
which he states that Mr. Hixson, our consul 
at Foo Chaw, started for Kutien under 
orders from him to investigate the recent 
riots there in the early part of this mcnth, 
Mr. Hixson went with the consent of the 
Chinese government, and under the protec 
tion of an escort furnished by the provin- 
cial authorities. He was accompanied by 
a naval officer of our fleet, the latter, as 
the department has been advised from 
other sources, being Commander Newell, 
of the Detroit, Mr. Hixson has reported to 
Minister Denby that the work the com- 
mission at Kutien is proceedi smoothly 
and that the Chinese officials are lending 
their active co-operation. A considerable’ 
number of convictions have already been 
secured. As to the Szu Chuan commission, 
Mr. Denby states that it will begin its 
work as soon as the British consul at 
Chung King, who has been designated by 
his government to serve thereon, can leave’ 
his post which, for the time being, he finds’ 
it impossible to do, : 

The late viceroy of Szu Chuan, Liu Ping- 
Chang, has not been appointed by the Pe- 
king government as itg commissioner for 
investigationg either the June or the Au- 
gust riot, but he has received orders from 
the emperor to remain at his post at Cheng- 
Tu until his conduct prior to and during 
the riots has been thoroughly investigated, 
Investigating the Kucheng Outrages. 

Hong Kong, August 28.—Advices received 
here from Kucheng state that the inquiry 
of the investigating committee into the 
recent outrages is proceeding satisfactorily. 
The Chinese officiais are giving the commis- 
sion ample assistance. “Ten members of the 
Vegetarian society have been convicted of 
participation in the outrages and the trial 
of others is in progress. There is no dan- 
ger of fresh disturbances during the sit- 
ting of the commission. 

The Outrages Continue. : 

London, August 28.—The Chronicle today 
prints a Shanghai dispatch to a news agen- 
cy saying that the attacks on missionaries 
in China continue, notwithstanding an im- 
perial decree for their suppression. A mem- 
ber of the Alliance: mission, the dispatch 
says, was beaten and several native evan- 
gelists were flogged nearly to death by the 
yamen of a magistrate at Tsaioh-Sien, near 
Wu-Hu, in the province of Ngan-Hoei. 


NO ENCOURAGEMENT THERE. 


The Sultan Gets the Cold Shoulder 
from France and Russia.-. 
London, August, 29—A dispatch from 
Constantinople to The Pall. Mail Gazette 
confirms the statement previously cabied 
that the porie has complained to France 
and Russia of England’s attitude in re- 
gard to Armenia. ) 
The Gazette’s dispatch adds that the dis- 
patch sent by the sultan to the French 
and Ryssian diplomats bitterly complaine@ 
that Great Britain’s discourteous and un- 
seemly attitude is dérogatory to the pres- 
tige of the sultan. He, therefore, appeals 
to Russia and Franch to use their good of- 
fices to induce Great Britain to modify 
her attitude, The replies of the French 
and Russian representatives, however, do 
not favor Turkey’s contention or give the 

sultan any encouragement, 


The Pope Declined To Receive Them. 
Rome, August 28.—The pope has declined 
to receive at the present time several per- 
sonages who desired audiences of him. His 
holiness has intimated his desire that they 
visit him on September 2th, their visit to 
be taken as a protest against the national 
fetes in honor of the occupation of Rome 
by Italian troops. The pope advises that 
Catholics abstain ffromy making counter 
demonstrations om that day. 


To Study the Dispute. 

Rome, August 28.—The pope has instruct- 
ed Cardinal Macchi to study the dispute 
between Hayti and San Domingo regarding 
the boundary between those two republics, 
the presidents of which recently appealed 
to the pope to act as arbitrator-of the con- 
troversy: Cardinal Macchi wilJ report to 
the pope on the conclusion of his investiza- 
tion into the facts of the case :

NEW STEEL MILL 


Chicago Capital Is Being Bolisted—The 
Discovery of Another Vein of Gold 
Reported in Cleburne County. 


Birmingham, Ala. August 28.—The 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad Com- 
pany has booked an order from the Carne- 
gie Iron Company, of Pittsburg, Pa., for 
25,000 tons of basic iron, to be used in the 
latter company’s steel mills at Braddock 
and Bessemer, Pa. Recently the Tennes- 
see Company sold the Carnegie Company a 
small quantity of this iron and the test 
proved so satisfactory as to lead the Penn- 
sylvania company to purchase 25,000 tons of 
the same iron. This basic iron is made at 
the Alice furnace in this city from red ore 
dug from mines within a short distance of 
the city. By a new process adopted by 
the Tennessee Company, the iron is ren- 
dered almost free from silicon, which has 
heretofore been the great drawback to Bir- 
mingham iron. 

Mr. Eugene Enslen, of this city, has been 
in Chicago several days endeavoring to in- 
terest capitalists of that city in this dis- 
trict.

$89,678. Gross income, $6,141,615; interest, 
rentals, etc. $4245,870. Balance carried to 
credit of profit and loss $895,845. 

Equipment trust and sinking fund pay- 
ments made during the year amount to 
60/19, 587. 

The amount expended for construction 
and improvement and charged to capital 
account was $373,826. 

This represents new property acquired and 
the broadening of the Elberton Air-Line. 
Betterments were charged to operating ex- 
penses. 

The company has no floating debt. Forty- 
one thousand tons of steel rails were 
bought during the year, a large proportion 
of which was laid. 

Nearly $22,000,000 first consolidated mort- 
gage bonds of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, being the amount delivered to the 
reorganization committee under the terms 
of the plan of reorganization, were out- 
Standing at the close of the year. Only 
$7,019,000 of these carried coupons maturing 
January 1, 189%, and $10,867,000 carried those 
maturing July 1, 1895. 

About $16,000,000 will carry those maturing 
January 1, 1896. 

The company will receive from the reor- 
ganization committee an improvement fund 
of about $5,000,000, less such amounts as 
have been or may be expended by the 
committee at the request of the company. 

The improvements and additions to equip- 
ment have been made and paid for without 
the use of any of this fund.

work. The pulse of Wall street, the stock 
market, shows how well regarded ine pu. 
is, both stock and bonds jumping in price. 
It is the general opinion that the plan 
is a great success. The fixed charges are de- 
creased almost $2,000,000 for the first two 
years, and the road now has an assured 
future. It is now in a’ splendid position 
to fulfill its aim as a great trunk road. 
There will be no change in the machinery 
or personnel of the management, but the 
property will be welded into one great 
and harmonious system without any fur- 
ther trouble to be feared from fractious 
leased lines.”’ 


TO REPEAL THE BERLINER PATENT 


. wats 
The Government Considering the Case 
Against the Bell Telephone Co. 

Washington,August 28.—The law officers 
of the government have under considera- 
tion the question how further to proceed 
with the case against the Bell Telephone 
Company for the repeal of the Berliner 
patent. As the case now stands, the bill 
of the government has been dismissed by 
the court of appeals for the first circuit, 
and under that judgment the Bell com- 
pany has begun proceedings against sev- 
eral of the corporations which entered the 
telephone field after the expiration®of the 
Bell patent in 1893. The validity of the 
Berliner patent is essential to the further 
control of the telephone business by the 
Bell company, and the present situation is 
of additional interest from a legal or judi- 
cial point of view, because the case in- 
Volives a consideration of the act of 189l 
esiablishing the circuit courts of appeal, 

The bill in the case was filed in the Cir- 
cuit at Boston, February 9, 1804, by order 
of Attorney General Miilier, Cansten 
Browne of that city, and R. 8, Taylor of 
kort Wayne, Ind,, being retained 4S spe- 
cial counsel for the government. The 
prayer of the bill was that the patent 1s- 
sued to Emile Berliner and assigned to 
tmwe Gell ‘company be repealed on the 
ground .(1) that it was covered Dy a pre- 
vious patent issued November 2, 1830, to 
Berliner for electric telephone; and (2) that 
the issue of the patent was uiawtuily 
delayed by the Beli company from 181i to 
isyi. Tne device of Berliner, the court 
said in disposing of the case, “‘covers the 
only commerciaily practicadle and useful 
method at present known for effecting the 
electrical transmission of articulate speech, 
On December 18, 1894, Judge Carpenter 
of the circuit court, announced his judg- 
ment sustainmg the prayer of the United 
States declaring the patent null and void. 
The case was appealed to the circuit 
court of appeals, and @n the 18th of May 
last, Judges Colt, Putnam and Nelson 
united in reversing the judgment of Judge 
Carpenter and remanding the case to his 
court with instructions to dismiss the bill, 
thus sustaining the validity of the patent. 
The opinion was delivered by Judge Put- 
nam. 

By the terms of ‘the act creating cir- 
cuit courts of appeal the judgments of 
those courts are final in all cases arising 
under the patent laws except where the 
judges certify a case to the supreme court 
or where the supreme court directs the 
case to be brought before it for review on 
a writ of certiorari. The telephone com- 
pany is evidently inclined to accept the 
decree of the court of appeals as final, and 
is proceeding ‘to enforce its claims under 
the rmtent. But the government repre- 
sentatives are by no means disposed to let 
the case rest here. They say that a case 
involving the question whether or not the 
Tinited States has the right to sue for the 
cancellation of a patent is vastly different 
from a controvery between two private 
parties over a patent right, and that upon 
that point an appeal will He to the supreme 
court from the judgement of the court of 
appeals. And even if that ground should 
fail them, they can sue for a review of 
the case on a writ of certiorari as pro- 
vided in the law itself. Which method of 
procedure will be followed has not yet 
been finally settled, but it is asserted that 
the case will not be permitted to rest in 
its present condition.

USING POSTMASTERS AS AGENTS 


They Called on To Give Information 
out the Financial Views of the : 
Patrons of Their Offices. 


Columbia, 8S. C., August 28.—(Special.)— 
Governor Evans is of the opinion that the 
federal government is being made a regular 
machine of by the goldbugs for the dis- 
semination of their doctrines. He tells of a 


postmaster at Witt’s Mill, asking him for 
information as to the number of demo- 
crats, republicans, alliancemen and others 
who got their mail there. A blank was 
sent along and the postmaster was required 
to fill out the blanks in ink and return 
them to Washington. The governor sup- 
poses that a like circular was sent to all 
the postmasters throughout the country, 
the idea being to learn the names of voters 
who. should be converted to the goldbug 
theory. Governor Bvans does not think, 
however, that much progress can be made 
in South Carolina, no matter how much 
goldbug literature is scattered abroad. The 
people in South Carolina have made up 
their minds on that subject and are over- 
whelmingly in favor of the white metal. 
Rev. Faduma’s Observations. 

Rey. Orishatukeh Faduma, of the Yoruba 
tribe, west Central Africa, is here to learn 
something of the condition of the ruce and 
to tell them of Africa. Rev. Faduma is an 
intelligent and highly educated man, hav- 
ing graduated at London university, Eng- 
land, and from the theological department 
of Yale university. He came to Amertca 
from Africa in 1890, and since then, until a 
few months ago, has been studying at Yale 
wunivdrdity, Had me tinlshed his course 
there he is making a tour of the south, as 
he says, ‘“‘for the purpose of finding out 
why any of them should remain in this 
country.” So far he has visited Nashville, 
Atlanta, Macon, Augusta, Ridge Spring, 
Edgefield county, Edgefield, and now Co- 
lumbia. Speaking of what he has seen, he 
Says that in the larger cities, specially, he 
has found many evidences of progress by 
members of hig race. He finds many of 
them engaged in trade, many doctors, law- 
yers and preachers. In the smaller towns 
he finds some progress, too, but that while 
there are notable exceptions, the mass of 
the negro race is not progressing much, 
He is decided in the belief that the negro 
race should return to Africa, and that the 
race cannot develop in the truest sense 
until it does return. He does not advocate 
a wholesale emigration, but only wishes 
those who have had the best advantages 
to return to aid in the civilization of their 
native land. He regards the bringing of 
the slaves to this country as the greatest 
missionary scheme ever carried on, and 
Says that while it may not have been in 
the hearts of those who brought the slaves 
here, yet the hand of God was in it working 
Out the salvation of his people. 

Better Off in Africa. 
Speaking of the condition of the negroes 
in Africa, he says: 
“The majority of the members of the tribe 
to which I belong are in a better condition 
than the mass of the negroes in this coun- 
try. Though they are not surrounded by 
the high civilization that the negroes here 
enjoy, yet they have one thing that the ne- 
groes here do not have—the consciousness 
of their own manhood—and when my people 
are civilized they make strong men in every 
sense of the word. They do not have a 
low idea of themselves and are not con- 
scious of any inferiority to others. Even 
the savage African will stand up and fight 
for his home, and that is more than the 
masses of the negro here will do.’’ 
He says that he recognized the fact that 
the white race has too much the start’on 
the negro for the latter ever to hope to be 
his equal in this country, and that so long 
as the negro remains here he will be an 
underling, and that the only way he can 
hope to become a real man is to return to 
Africa. He thinks this should be a gradual 
thing, but for the good of both races he 
thinks that the negroes should finally leave 
this country entirely. 
The tribe to which he belongs numbers 
about 4,000,000. The majority of them are 
Mohammedans, a large number Christians 
and the remainder pagans. 
Rev. Faduma will remain here for a few 
weeks, when he will continue his tour 
through the south.

ABE SMALL SENTENCED. © 


A Date for His Execution Fixed—His 
Case To Be Appealed. 
Savannah, Ga., August 28.—(Special.)— 
Abe Small, the convicted murderer of [Po- 
liceman Jar.sem Neve, received the death 
sertence pronounced by Judge Falligant 
today at noon with the same stolidity and 
indifference that he manifested throughout 
his trial and the entire proceedings. Judge 
Falligant, in passing sentence,. reviewed 
the casé and characterized the crime as 
most atrocious:‘and barbarous. The jury 
had, by its verdict, said that Small fired 
the first shot upon the officers and that 
he was armed and prepared to kill any one 

sent to arr2st him. 

Small did not indicate by a change of 
his expression or evén a sign that the 
terrible condemnation from the court af- 
fected him in the slightest degree. He said 
afterwards that he believed he had a fair 
trial. H did not know anything, he said, 
of a movement on the part of his friends to 
raise a fund to carry on his . defense. 
Messrs. Ravenel & West, who defended 
him, will ‘take the case to the supreme 
ecovrt. The murder was committed in Feb- 
ruary, 1894, when Policeman Neve and other 
officers went out to arrest Small on a 
charge of burglary and assault with intent 


to murder.

QUARRELLED OVER A TRADE. 


Getty Wouldn’t Return the Money and 
Hutchinson Shot Him. 

Pittsburg, Pa., August 28.—Alexander 
Hutchinson shot James Getty, Jr., at the 
latter’s office in his wholesale liquor estab- 
lishment at First avenue and Cherry alley 
this morning. After committing the deed 
Hutchinson went directly to the county 
jail on Ross street and gave himself up to 
Warden McAleese. 

Assistant Superintendent of Police Wag- 
goner learned from the employes in Getty’s 
place of business that the men had quar- 
relled over the sale to Hutchinson by Getty, 
of the Hotel Willey, on Sixth street, on 
which Hutchinson had paid $200 to hold the 
bargain.

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What About Harmony? 

Mr. Chauncey F. Black, who is presi- 
dent of the National Association of Demo- 
cratic Clubs, has discovered that the sil- 
ver question is a topic of conversation 
among many people who are not alto- 
gether obscure in the party councils. 
Nothing daunted by this discovery, Mr. 
Black remarks that “the silver question 
is temporary in character, however it 
shall be decided,” and then he goes on to 
say that either side defeated in national 
convention, may well submit to the will 
of the majority. He says, too, that there 
can be no doubt that either side will do 
so. “It was thus in 1892 and it will be 
thus in 1896.” 

The remarkable state of “thusness” 
predicted by Mr. Black has very few 
symptoms to show for it. In fact, he 
himself alludes to the silver question 
as both temporary and “paltry.” That 
a son of Jeremiah Black should attempt 
to dispose of the most vital question of 
the age by the use of such terms to de- 
scribe it, is more than passing strange. 
Mr. Chauncey Black may be sincere; if 
he inherits his father’s patriotic disposi- 
tion and temperament, sincerity is a 
permanent fixture of his mind; and yet, 
on the other hand, we find in his sugges- 
tions a grievous lack of the ability which 
caused Jere Black to view with vehem- 
ent suspicion and opposition every piece 
of legislation that the republican party 
placed on the statute books. Under the 
circumstances, Mr. Black will have to 
excuse fle people if they place less faith 
in his sincerity than they did in that of 
the distinguished jurist and noble gentle- 
man whose name he bears. 

The silver question is temporary in its 
character, just as all questions are that 
are outside the domain of religious 
teaching; but in that sense only. It has 
to do with morals and in a large way 
it affects the happiness and well-being 
of the people. It affects their prosperity, 
and, therefore, their contentment. So- 
ciety and civilization have made money 
so important a factor in life that it may 
well be said that the silver question is 
next in importance only to that which 
concerns itself with saving men’s souls. 
These things Judge Jere Black would 
have seen and felt and appreciated. That 
his son does not see them is no special 
cause for wonderment, since it is not 
given to every son to be as wise as his 
father—and such a father. 

As to the submission which Mr. Chaun- 
cey Black speaks of, that is another mat- 
ter. The free coinage democrats, so far 
as we have seen, have made no threats. 
They have not had time. They have 
been engaged in listening to the breath- 
ings of dire vengeance and opposition 
that have come from the goldbugs who 
pretend to be democrats. Mr. Watter- 
son in his Courier-Journal, declares that 
the “sound” money men of Kentucky 
—that is to say, the goldbugs who pro- 
fess to be democrats—would vote for the 
republican ticket before they would sup- 
port a democratic candidate on a demo- 
cratic platform. Who doubts it? Did 
any goldbug democrat deny it? Did any 
cuckoo or patronage organ rise to re- 
mark that Mr. Watterson had jumped 
too far?

| If Mr. Black will put these things to- 
gether he will perceive that the people 
are gradually pushing matters to a crisis. 
Those whom satan has sifted as wheat 
may not be able to stand the test. They 
say plainly that they will not. What, 
then, are the free coinage democrats to 
do? Is the rest of the country to sur- 
render its rights in order to promote 
the deadly harmony which the east de- 
mands as the price of its party fealty? 
Does Mr. Black think this will happen? 
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Retirement of the Greenbacks. 

President St. John, of the Mercantile 
National bank, of New York, submits 
Chum Benedict's proposal to retire the 
greenbacks and treasury notes to a most 
searching analysis. He first of all pays 
attention to the statement intended to 
acquit Mr. Cleveland of having any 
hand in the matter. Chum Benedict 
says that he differs with the president for 
the reason that Chum Benedict has “no 
affiliations” or ambitions. 

From this it is to be inferred that Mr. 
Cleveland has both “affiliations and am- 
bitions;” and yet Mr. St. John must have 
forgotten that Mr. Cleveland, in one of 
his latest messages, while eulogizing 
Carlisle’s currency plan, advised the re- 
tirement of the greenbacks. The sug- 
gestion was very modestly made; it was 
a mere hint; but it will be found in the 
records. So that either Mr. Cleveland 
has changed his mind or Chum Bene- 
dict is trying to hide behind a very trans- 
parent screen. 

Mr. St. John then goes on to show 
that there is nothing the matter with the 
greenback currency. It brought the 
country through a great war safely, and, 
when the war was ended, transferred 
a part of that prosperity to the conquered 
section, That much is history. The 
greenback and the Sherman treasury 
note are not payable in gold and never 
were, and it was not until Mr. Cleve- 
land determined to adopt Charles Fos- 
ter’s plain violation of law that gold 
was drawn out of the treasury in any 
large amounts. The greenbacks and 
Sherman treasury notes are not payable 
in gold by law, and- when Mr. Cleveland 
made them so payable he violated the 
law and involved the treasury in prac- 
tical ruin. 

The only result of this plain violation 
of the spirit and purpose of the law, 
which says that these notes shall be re- 
deemable in coin—gold or silver at the 
option of the government—is the in- 
crease of the public debt more than 
$200,000,000, counting the interest on the 
$162,000,000 of bonds. The treasury sit- 
uation is precisely where it was before 
Mr. Cleveland, by violating the law, 
felt himself compelled to place it in the 
hands of a receiver. If a portion of the 
notes had been redeemed in silver, with 
a plain intimation that all would be re- 
deemed in silver in the event of a run 
on the treasury, the public debt would 
not have been increased by a dollar, and 
the business of the whole country would 
today be in a better condition than it 
is. Prices would be higher, and Europe 
would be compelled to send us gold in 
exchange for our products. 

As to the retirement of the greenbacks, 
that is preposterous. The attempts to 
force such a scheme _ unconditionally 
through the new congress, as uncondi- 
tional repeal was forced through the old, 
should meet with defeat on the thresh- 
old of that body. 

We call attention to these things now 
so that the honest voters of the south 
may perceive the drift of things in time 
to prepare to meet it. The retirement 
of the greenbacks is not the silver ques- 
tion, but it is a definite part of it, and 
the people can well afford to consider 
both together. : 

The gold standard programme is to 
further contract the currency by retir- 
ing the greenbacks. The goldbugs know 
that the single gold standard cannot be 
maintained in safety @nless this is done.

Henry Watterson. 

From every quarter of the democratic 
camp we hear nothing but fierce and 
harsh criticisms of Henry Watterson and 
his recent course. 

It is a mournful fact that the Ken- 
tucky journalist is now training under 
the very standard which he should be 
fighting, but the money kings and the 
inside foes of democracy will find him 
anything but a willing ally. He has 
probably been driven into the ranks of 
the gold sharks by circumstances over 
which he has no control, and in his heart 
of hearts he is probably the same old 
Henry Watterson. 

The new Watterson is the creation of 
the business office; the old Watterson 
was a tribune of the people with the 
courage of his convictions. 

The editor of The Courier-Journal is 
not its owner. He is powerless to direct 
its course when he is hampered by the 
business office. He has made a brave 
struggle, but slowly and surely the in- 
terests and influences of the business 
office have coiled around him, until the 
strong man staggers helplessly under his 
burden, without the power to strike a 
blow for himself or for his people. 

It is the irony of fate. Here is a 
man who but yesterday was willing to 
dare everything for the people against 
the money power, and today he finds 
himself the slave of that power. But 
he must accept his lot or cut loose from 
the great newspaper which his genius 
has built up, and begin life anew in his 
old age. 

We cannot join some of our contempo- 
raries in their severe denunciation of a 
gifted leader who has been deserted by 
the fickle goddess of fortune. If he had 
twice his genius and magnetism he 
would still be under the domination of 
the business office, which in this huck- 
stering age pulls down many a journal- 
ist from the tripod and turns him into 
a floor walker. 

At heart Henry Wattersonais still loyal 
to his people, and he doubtless prays 
that he may live to see the day when 
his pen will again be free to serve them 
as in the olden time. 

The Watterson who endeared himself 
to the masses was a brilliant youngster 
when he dashed Into the arena of jour- 
nalism. Like a plumed knight—a Sir 
Launcelot of the tourney—he held his 
shining lance ready for all who might 
enter the lists, and he was at his best 
when he met a foeman worthy of his 
steel. 
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zeal for popular liberty he defied the 
courts martial of the confederacy and 
denounced CUeneral Bragg’s usurpation 
of power. In the chaotic period after 
the war he was still the same fearless 
champion of democracy, and later we 
find him proposing to concentrate 100,000 
democrats in Washington to maintain 
Tilden’s right to the presidential chair. 

That was the old-time Watterson—the 
people’s Watterson who defied thé 
business office as he had = de- 
fied confederate military despot- 
ism and federal bayonets. He was 
a heroic figure in the past and we 

love him for it. We cannot forget h-s 
‘aia and his long and superb fight 
against bayonet rule. He never wavered 
then, and when he flickers now we feel 
that much should be forgiven him. He 
should not be judged by the recent ul- 
terances of his pen. Driven into a cor- 
ner by oppressive conditions and cruel 
circumstances, it is no wonder that he 
strikes out blindly in the vain attempt 
to defend himself. His mortification 
and humiliation will be punishment 
enough for the errors of his head. He 
should be fudged leniently. Before his 
generation Greeley, Prentice and other 
great editors managed their papers and 
they were able to maintain a lofty stand- 
ard without being called down by the 
business office. In those days the busi- 
ness office had not beeome the control- 
ling power, and it stuck to its own sphere 
and did not encroach upon the editorial 
province. 

All that, however, is a thing of the 
past in some localities, and we see the 
famous journalist who made and un- 
made statesmen and shaped the policy 
of stites now receiving his orders from 
‘the department which handles the cash 
of The Courier-Journal. We had hoped 
that this bright light in the journalistic 
firmament would continue its career of 
meteoric splendor until its close. It is 
hard to lose it now behind the fog that 
hovers over the slough of despond, and 
harder still to think that it will soon 
be lost to view forever. 

That Watterson would, even now, re- 
trace his steps and stand with the peo- 
ple, if he felt that his strength would 
sustain him, we do not doubt. But we 
fear that it is too late. He cannot tear 
himself loose from the deadly embrace 
of the business office. 


Senator Quay’s Victory. 
The long and bitter fight in the ranks 
of the Pennsylvania republicans has 
ended in the complete triumph of Sena- 


tor Quay. 

A few weeks ago it seemed that he 

would be defeated or that his party 
would be hopelessly divided into two fac- 
tions. Yesterday in the state convention 
Quay-not only controlled that body, but 
he succeeded in harmonizing the two 
factions. and there was a regular love 
feast. Quay nominated Governor Hast- 
ings for permanent chairman, and also 
nominated Hastings’s appointees for re- 
election to the supreme court bench. 
These nominations were made wunantl- 
mous and the Hastings men joined in 
and unanimously elected Quay chairman 
of the state executive committee. 
This probably means that Don Camertr- 
on will be Pennsylvania’s candidate for 
the presidency, and that his campaign 
will be managed by Quay. 

In the declaration in which Senator 
Quay pledged himself to continue the 
work of reform after the contest is over 
he said at the beginning of the conflict: 

The municipal combinations in the two 
great cities of Philadelphia and Pittsburg 
constitute the most important factors In 
the opposition, their methods and purposes 
being, in our judgment, sinister and selfish, 
in direct hostility to the best interests of 
the people of those cities and productive of 
misgovernment. 

In our judgment success will commit the 
state organization against the use of money 
in politics; to resistance to corporate con- 
trol of legislatures, municipal councils, po- 
litical primaries and elections; into a form 
of civil service which will prevent the en- 
slavement of public officers and employes 
and compelling those appointed to preserve 
the peace to confine themselves to, their 
official duties; to the absolute freedom and 
fairness in bestowing. state, county and 
municipal contracts and to the punishment 
of any form of favoritism; against exclu- 
sive franchises to deal in public necessi- 
t-es, comforts, conveyance and sanitary re- 
quirements, and to a recognition of ability 
and fideuty in the public seryice, keeping 
service to the country ever foremost, ac- 
companied by ability and fitness. 

Furthermore, public office should be for 
the public benefit, and its term in subordi- 
nate positions should be during good be- 
havior.

On the 2d instant Charles Twist was 
murdered in Pike county, Pennsylvania, 
by James Knight.

The authorities of Pike county know 
that they can get ‘sufficient evidence to 
convict Knight, but they decline to go 
to the expense of extraditing him. Their 
excuse is that Twist’s friends are too 
poor to defray the cost of prosecuting 
the case. 

Justice in Pennsylvania‘is in a bad 
Way when murderers are allowed to 
go scot free because the victims and 
their friends are poor. We have never 
before heard of a murder case in which 
the authorities refused to prosecute’ be- 
cause it would put the county to thevex- 
pense of a few hundred dollars. Under 
the Pike county system justice is a lux- 
ury for the rich, and the poor must be 
left to the mercy of the desperadoes who 
choose to kill and plunder them.

the bill is not considered. The state is 
in duty bound to get hold of the mur- 
derer and punish him, and it bears the 
burden of the expense without any hag- 
gling or grumbling.

Not Wanted in Virginia. 

One of the last letters written by the 
late General J. D. Imboden, in The 
Richmond Times of last Sunday, con- 
tained a protest against the proposed 
monument to John Brown on Virginia 
soil. 

The Times speaks out on the same 
line, and’ declares that the monument 
will not be permitted to stand if any- 
body should be foolish enough to erect 
it. Some misguided people in the north 
may regard Brown as a hero, but the 
Virginians know that he was a murder- 
ous outlaw whose scheme was to stir up 
an insurrection in which the slaves 
would have murdered and plundered 
their masters and -ravished their mis- 
tresses. There never was a more fiend- 
ish conspiracy in our history than this 
diabolical outbreak of lawlessness. 

The Richmond paper says of it: 

Of course, persons desiring to do it will 
be allowed to purchase a piece of land and 
to erect their monument without interfer- 
ence. But it will never be allowed to stand 
where it is erected. If lightning does not 
strike and destroy it some other seen or 
unseen power will pull it down. It may be 
erected a thousand times, but it will be 
pulled down as offen as it is put up. We 
venture this prediction without any sort of 
Sympathy with people who work in the 
dark. We had much rather see the thing 
done openly and in the face of the world 
by affronted Virginians who declare that 
they will never tolerate a sacrilege such as 
that, but whether done openly in the man-. 
ner that we would prefer, or secretly in the 
way that it will probably happen, we pre- 
dict that no monument to John Brown will 
ever be permitted to stand upon Virginia 
soil,

The First Lesson in Economy. 

The Philadelphia American expresses 
surprise that a single southern state an- 
nually sends $100,000,000 worth of raw 
whaterial to the north and west, and 
then purchases the finished product, 
paying manufacturers’ profits, freight 
and commissions. 

Our contemporary has good cause for 
its surprise. The first lesson in econo- 
my is that we should manufacture our 
own raw material in order to keep our 
money as much as possible at home. 

When the south manufactures its own 
cotton goods, its own iron and steel and 
other products which can be profitably 
turned out here, this will be the richest 
section of the union. 

This proposition requires no elucida- 
tion—no argument. It is so plain that 
the wayfaring man can understand it. 
So long as we allow distant states to 
manufacture our raw material—hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars’ worth every 
year—and then buy back the finished 
product we cannot expect to keep any 
money in our pockets, 

This brief economic lesson should be 
pounded into our people by our states- 
men, newspapers and business men until 
we start a popular craze in favor of 
patronizing home products in home 
markets.

Th: Financial Situation.

The fact that gold is used and shipped 
as a commodity by speculators, and that 
the United States treasury is at all times 
at the mercy of speculators and combines 
under our present financial system, is one 
of the strongest arguments that can be 
advanced in favor of the remonetization 
of silver and a return to the bimetallic 
system by this country, regardless of what 
other nations may do, 

When we see gold being shipped from this 
country by the million into other countries 
that are on the basis of the single gold 
standard, what becomes of the arguments 
of our goldbug friends about “parity’’ and 
“one Kind of American dollar being as 
good as another the world over’ so long 
as we are on the gold basis? If American 
money is so good under the reign of Cleve- 
land and a forced single gold standard, 
what’s the matter with American ex- 
change? Why must ‘the raid on the gov- 
ernment treasury gold reserve be kept up 
and a lot of gold speculators in league 
with each other be made rich at the ex- 
pense of the American government and 
people? It not a system which places the 
government treasury at the mercy of spec- 
ulators in the standard money of the coun- 
try unwise, unbusiness-like and unsound, 
if not corrupt? 

With our redemption money limited to 
gold, the speculators can produce a crisis 
at our government treasury every sixty 
days, and then the government must make 
terms with them for relief. They produce 
the crisis, and dictate the only terms by 
which it may be temporarily relieved. .There 
is only a limited supply of gold in the 
country, or in the world, for that matter, 
and the point has been reached where a 
combine between speculators in this coun- 
try and in Europe can squeeze our na- 
tional treasury at any time and control 
every dollar of gold that is available in 
this country. And this process of squeez- 
ing and freezing out is extended to our 
banks, and through them to the people, 
producing a feeling of unrest. 

This country is paying dearly for the 
policy of the Cleveland administration 
to force the single gold standard under 
conditions in direct conflict with it, so far 
as the interests of our own government 
and people are concerned. The people had 
not expected it, and were not, therefore, 
prepared for it. The contraction of the cur- 
rency—the 50 per cent reduction: in the 
amount of money of final payment in the 
country—and the corresponding shrinkage 
in property values following this arbitrary 
policy, have, as a natural consequence, 
conspired to place thousands of prosperous 
business men of the country in a condition 
where they cannot realize enough on their 
property today to meet their obligations. 
Thus these people, by no fault or bad man- 
agement of their own, have practically 
been reduced to poverty. 

Our goldbug friends tell us about how 
much money there is in the country, and 
never fail to lay stress on the fact that 
there is more silver in circulation in the 
country today than ever before. This is all 
true. But the trouble with us is that none 
of this money, except gold, is redemption 
money—money of final payment. Every 
dollar of it, including the silver. is mere 
credit money. It is redeemable money, but 
only gold is now redemption money, and. 
the speculators only have to corner what 
gold there is available in the. country in 
order to control the situation and further 
emphasize the fact that the supply 
of the real money of the country is 
now limited to less than half what is re- 
quired for the safe and uninterrupted 
transaction of business. 

What we need is to restore silver to its 
place as redemption money or money of 
final’ payment, thereby increasing the sup- 
ply of real money to something like the 
adequate demands of the business of the 
country. It is not an increase of our cir- 
culating medium, which is now $22.96 per 
capita, that we need so much as it is an in. 
crease in our money of final payment— 
money that will be good either in the hands

HIS JUDGMENT HAD BEEN IMPUGNED 


Lively Discussion Before the Board, After 
Which the Committee Was Dis- 
solved—Other Matters. 


The exposition search light will not expose 
the justice or injustice of the 10-cent fare, 
which the Consolidated proposes to charge 
between the city and Piedmont park. 

The committee that was charged with 
the duty of turning on the iight has been 
excused, and the matter rests in its origi- 
nal shape, between the Consolidated and 
the people. The exposition’s executive 
board will play hands off in the entire mat- 


ter. 

The problem of fares received@his solu- 
tion at the hands of the exposition board 
yesterday afternoon. The board decided, in 
view of the complications which have aris- 
en, to leave the matter entirely alone. 

Mr. Alex W. Smith, chairman of the 
searchlight committee, brought about this 
solution rather unexpectedly—unexpectedly 
so far as he was concerned, and so far as 
other members of the board knew. 

He felt that his judgment in tlige matter 
had been too severely questioned to admit 
of his serving longer on the committee. He 
resigned his position on the committee, 
with the emphatic statement that he would 
not be induced to serve on it further. He 
said his own self-respect demanded that he 
take such action. 

He took this step on account of a refer- 
ence made to him in an editorial in The 
Ailanta Journal yesterday afternoon, The 
reference to which he objected was as ‘Tol- 
lows: 

“The president of the Consolidated Street 
Car Conspany has appealed to the exposition 
directors to investigate the proposed in- 
crease of fare and a committee of three di- 
reciors has been appointed to do so. One 
Inembers of the committee ir,iorsed the 
action of the company in his remarks be- 
fore the board yesterday, and with due re- 
spect to him and his associates, we do not 
believe that any report they may make can 
reconcile the public in Atlanta and out- 
siaue of it to the plan of the street car.com- 
pany. 5 

The committee, which ‘consisted of Mr. 
Alex Smith, Mr. Frank P. Rice and Cap- 
tain James R. Wylie, commenced its labors 
yesterday morning. The gentlemen ccm- 
posing it thought that the matter was one 
of such importance as to make it necessary 
that it be settled at once and without delay. 

The investigation was begun at the oilice 
of Mr. Hurt. The entire committee was 
present. Mr. Joel Hurt, Mr. E. Woodruff, 
Mr. Henry A. Inman and Mr. W. C. San- 
ders, representing the Consolidated, were 
present. Mr, A. Coolahan, representing the 
Atlanta Street” Railway Company, was 
present by invitation of Mr. Hurt. | 

A busy morning was spent looking over 
the exhibits made by the Consolidated, but 
Mr. Smith learned that The Journal would 
resume its fight in the afternoon, This 
was contrary to what he understood to be 
the agreement at the meeting the afternoon 
before. 

-He went to the meeting of the executive 
board yesterday afternoon determined to 
withdraw from the committee. 

“Gentlemen,” said he, ‘‘on yesterday af- 
ternoon | resigned my position on this com- 
mittee for the reason, then stated, that Mr. 
Cabaniss did not think me a competent 
committeeman to investigate the matter. 
The board gave me a vote of confidence, 
for which 1 am very grateful, A motion 
not to receive my resignation was adopted 
and I thought that ended the matter. 

“It was understood here that Mr. Caba- 
niss would suspend his fight, pending the 
investigation, but he went to Mr. Collier 
and asked to be relieved of this agree- 
ment. He has resumed it, and it is stated 
here that any report which I might make 
would not give satisfaction, in view of my 
opinion expressed yesterday. I positively 
aecline to serve on the committee in view 
ef this.’ 

President Collier arose and made a short 
but emphatic address, 

“This matter has grown beyond us,” said 
he. “It has attracted such wide attention 
in the press abroad that I think it might 
be well to discharge the committee and 
leave the question alone. I have had all 
press comment cn the matter clipped out 
and 743 clippings have been turned over to 
me.” 

The speech of Mr. Collier caused quite a 
ripple in the board. (Mr. Smith arose and 
made da strong address in favor of the 
continuation of the committee. He refer- 
rel to the disclosures made to the com- 
mittee hw the books of the Consolidated 
during the short session of the investigat- 
ing commitice. 

“I was amazed.’’*gaid he, ‘“‘to find that 
such levei-headed /|and careful business 
men as compose the directory of the Con- 
solidated con’pany had made such enor. 
mous expenditures to provide for the ex- 
pos.tion traffic. They thhave expended $133,- 
60) to prepare for the business, much more 
than they can hope to get back. 

“They have shown themselves to be 
leyal to the city and their action proves 
that they realize the great burden that 
will be upon them and they have taken 
Pairiotic steps to meet it. The Consolidated 
Company has done as 
much as any single enterprise to build up 
this city. It has done as much as the 
hewspapers, as much as any institution. 

“I have no interest in the Consolidated, 
nor hope to have. I represent this com- 
pany. I have given it some of the best 
efforts of my life and I have no purpose 
higher than serving its interests and doing 
justice to others. I do not believe the 
price of 10 cents to be exorbitant. I do not 
believe it is a gouge, as has been said. I 
believe it is justified when we consider 
the expenditures which this company has 


done. Wecannot disregard this point. We 


must look at the enormous sums which 
the road has put out in preparing for the 
traffic.’’ 

Mr. Cabaniss followed Mr. Smith in a 
Warm speech. He declared that the state- 
ment of Mr. Smith that the Southern 
Would not be able to handle the crowds 
was a mistake. He said the Southern 
Could handle 20,000 people an hour. 

He argued that the increased fare could 
not be justified under any circumstances. 
He did not believe that the cost of pre- 
Paring to handle the traffic was enough to 
justify the increase. The travel would more 
than compensate the company for their ex- 
Penditures.. He said it was a gouge that 
had caused a protest from every part of 
the country. The newspapers everywhere 
had taken it up and were protesting. He 
thought it ‘would keep 100,000 Georgians 
from the exposition. It would drive away 
Many from other states. 

He had asked Mr. Colli-r to be relieved 
from the akreement that the fight would 
be suspended until the comm ttee reported. 
He said the public pressure was such that 
he could not suspend the fight. He was 
told by those who were protesting that if 
his paper stopped the fight a mass meet- 
ing would be called. 

. Was it that fact,” asked Mr. Smith, 

Or the fact that you did not think the 
feport of the committee, of which I was 
& Dember, would be satisfactory that 
Caused you to ask release from the agree- 
ment?’ 

“Partly both,” answered Mr. Cabaniss. 
Mr. Cafaniss continued, speaking at some 
length against the increased fare. Some 
Warm passages occurred between him and 
Mr. Smith. He read as a part of his argu- 
ment cards published from Governor Bul- 


. lock and Mr. John 8. Jones. id 


Mr. Smith made a closing speech, furn- 
ishing some figures. He said he would put 
the matter in a business-like way. The 
Consolidated had expended $133,000 for no 


other purpose than to supply facilities for 
handing the crowds. The estimate of Mr. 
Wylie, a conservative committeeman, was 
that 1,000,000 persons would visit the ex- 
position. The history of exposition traffic 
had always been that the railroads got 
the lion’s share. At the best the street 
cars would not get above 45 per cent. This 
would give the line 4,600 per day. It would 
be absolutely impossible for the line to 
make ‘back any part of the amount it had 
expended at a 5 cent fare. He expected, 
however, that 2,000,000 people would attend 
the exposition. He argued that not over 20 
pef cent of the exposition visitors would 
be affected by the increase in fare, as 
people living on the south side of the city 
already had to pay 10 cents to get to the 
grounds. 

Mr. Smith grew warm. 

“These newspaper attacks are doing the 
exposition infinite harm,” he said. “It is 
unfortunate that to satisfy pique or disap- 
pointment that a paper should wage a 
fight of this kind against a large enter- 
prise.”” 

‘“! cannot sit here and allow you to say 
that it is pique,” said Mr. Cabaniss, rising. 
“jt is no such thing. It is the people’s 
fight.’”’ 

‘Mr. Smith continued saying that it 
looked as if it might be pique. He said 
that the fieht was injuring the exposition 
and the city. He considered the increased 
charge warranted. 

“Why.” said he, addressing Mr. Caba- 
niss, ‘‘the street car company charges 
no more than has always been charged 
during expositions. ir charges no more 
than the Southern and pays more for its 
service. (It charges no more than you 
charge for your chutes and carries you six 
miles, while your chute dashes you down 
a space of 200 yards and lands you in the 
water. 

“Now, I am done with this question. I 
will not serve on the committee. There is 
a line beyond which my self-respect will 
not allow me to go. That line has been 
reached. I think this committee should be 
continued.’”’ 

After several motions Mr. Chamberlin 
moved that the matter be settled bv dis- 
charging the committee. This motion was 
carried, Mr. Smith only dissenting. 

Mr. Smith stated that he did not think 
justice had been done the Consolidated by 
the withdrawai of the committee. 

“Tl shail furnish to the Consolidated peo- 
ple,’ said he iast night, “a written report 
of our findings, as far as the investigation 
went. ‘The road can’ have it published if 
the management desires. OU think it is aa 
act of justice.’’

the state. W. H. Inman was a brother of 
Mr. .Walker P. Inman and a cousin of 
Messrs. Sam M. Inman and Hugh T. In- 
man. He has been in Atlanta a number 
of times and was well Known. among the 
prominent people here. 

Young Robert Inman paid his last visit 
to Atlanta last spring. He spent a short 
time in the city, with relatives, and made 
an excellent impression upon every one 
he met. He was a pglished young man 
and a fine representative of the southern 
element in New York life. 

His relatives in Atlanta have felt much 
concern over his fate and have awaited 
the news from New York with extreme 
anxiety. They still hope that he may turn 
up alive, though there is scarcely any 
chance for such a thing to happen. A re- 
ward of $500 has been offered by his family 
for the recovery of the body. 

Few young men were better knows about 
New York than young Bob Inman and 
among yachtsmen especially he was very 
popular. For several years he has been 
taking part in the races and squadron 
cruises. Being an active member of the 
Larchmont, Atlantic and New York yacht 
clubs, he won many cups with his boats. 
Besides the Adelaide, which was his favor. 
ite craft, Mr. Inman owned the schooner 
Dagmar, formerly the sloop Titania, which 
was then owned by C. Oliver Iselen, now 
the managing partner in the syndicate that 
owns the Defender.

the land and schedules of rates lower than 
those ever before found or enjoyed in a 
city where there was an exposition in pro- 
gress. 

This is one of the many things which 
show that tne people of Atlanta of every 
class are united in the great werk of mak- 
ing the exposition a huge success—a credit 
to Atlanta, tne pride of the hospitable 
south. 

The Aragon hotel has been enlarged and 
will have almost double the capacity for 
accommodating the visitors that it would 
have had with its former proportions. The 
place has been thoroughly renovated and 
Manager Dodge is looking forward to the 
satisfaction of handling large crowds and 
making a greater hit with the Aragon than 
this popular place has ever yet made with 
visitors to Atlanta.

Dr. Gustavo Niederlein, commissioner of 
the Argentine government for the Cotton 
States and International exposition, is reg- 
istered at the Aragon. Mr. Niederlein is 
very enthusiastic in his work as commis- 
sioner from the South American country, 
and believes that the display that was 
made at the world’s fair will be eclipsed 
by the one that is to be made here. 

While in conversation with a friend the 
subject of the Cuban revolution was 
brought up and the doctor was asked what 
was the position that was taken by his gov- 
ernment. ‘ 

“The war in Cuba does not affect us very 
much now, but had it come on earlier it 
might have seriously interfered with our 
commercial relations. You see We only ship 
meat to Cuba now, but for many years we 
handled a great many of their cigars and 
tobaccos. Since the levying of the heavy 
duty this trade has to a great extent been 
abandoned. Ais a South American republic 
our people believe i stability of govern- 
ment and as a matter of sentiment: we 
would like to see Cuba free and indepen- 
dent. But we are too far to the south to 
take a vital interest in the future of Cuba, 
We have stopped buying their produce and 
our exports of meat amount to but 
little. With the United States, however, it 
is vastly different, and we hope to increase 
our commercial intercourse very much in 
the future. The exposition will accomplish 
just what We want in this line, and many 
of our people are coming to. Atlanta.” 


. Colonel Henry Clair, of New York, and 
possessing a national reputation as a man- 
ager of hotels, is in the city and ts stopping 
at the Aragon. He is making preparations 
for the opening of the Venable hotel. 

“I ami a very busy man,’’ said he yester- 
day, “and as the time passes I get busier. 
This is going to be a great year for Atlanta 
and the south, and I expect to see things 
hump in hotel fields.”’

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PRMALR TAX PAYERS 


Many Women in Georgia Own Personal 
and Real Property. 


SO CLAIM THE EQUAL SUFFRAGISTS 


A .Movement To Asgertain the Exact 
Wumber—Preparations for a Vig- 
orous Campaign This Year. 


How many women pay taxes in Georgia? 

This is a question that is agitating the 
members of the equal suffrage association. 

A movement has already been started 
among the ladies composing the organiza- 
tion for the purpose of ascertaining the 
exact number of women whio pay taxes on 
personal or real praperty within the limits 
of this state. 

This information will be of material value 
to the suffragists in bringing their demands 
before the legislature, as they intend to 
do this fall. They claim that a large num- 
ber of female taxpayers reside in Atlanta; 
indeed the number of such taxpayers would 
be surprising if the figures were given. 

These, however, will be kept a secret in 
all probability until the total number of 
female taxpayers in the state has been as- 
certained. This will be arrived at within 
the next few weeks. The, Atlanta suf- 
fragists intend to address letters to the 
tax collectors of every county in the state, 
asking for the desired information. As soon 
as these letters are received the grand re- 
sult will be summed up and the figures 
given to the newspapers for publication. 

The matter came up for discussion before 
the meeting of the ‘equal rights associa- 
tion at the Unitarian church yesterday 
afternooms. A large number of suffragists 
were present and the meeting proved to be 
one of lively interest. Many strong talks 
were made and from the tenor of the ar- 
guments brought forth it was evident that 
the members were agreed upon an active 
suffrage campaign before the people. 

The ‘question of equal suffrage is likely 
to come up before the legislature -this fall. 

It is not to be denied that the suffrage 
movement is growing in Georgia. The 
strength of the local organization indicates 
this much. Already as many as 200 names 
are enrolled on the membership list of the 
association. These are not all voting mem- 
bers, however, as this privilege is re- 
stricted to those who have paid up their 
dues and are adjudged to be in good stand- 
ing. 

Reports from the other local associations 
of the state are equally encouraging and 
the suffragists* feel very enthusiastic and 
jubilant over the outlook for the cause. 
They have made up their minds to gladden 
the last days of Susan B. Anthony by tying 
the state of Georgia as a trophy to her 
apran strings. Whether or not they do this 
remains to be seen. m 

New Officers Named. 

The ladies have a very peculiar way of 
electing state officers. 

Instead of calling a convention for this 
purpose, they proceed to elect officers by 
calling upon each local association to name 
its preferred candidate. From the total 
number of votes thus cast the officers for 
the year are determined. 

This year the Howard girls have refused 
to serve the association longer officially. 
They have declined the honor in the face of 
a very gratifying election and the suf- 
fragists will have to cast about for candi- 
dates in other directions. 

At the meeting yesterday afternoon the 
suffragists who were qualified to vote cast 
their ballots in favor of the local officers. 
These officers are: Mrs. F. C. Swift, presi- 
dent; Miss Adelaide Wilson, treasurer, and 
Mrs. U. O. Robertson, secretary. The other 
local organizations will be notified of this 
action and similar meetings will be cailea 
for the purpose of holding an election. 

Mrs. Swift is one of the most ardent 
members of the equal suffrage association 
in Georgia, and her promotion to the leader- 
ship of the cause in this state will insure 
a wise and able administration besides 


marking a forward step in the path of this 


great political reform.

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THE BRIDGE READY 


It Will Be Formally Turned Over to 
the City Today. 


TRAVEL WILL BE RESUMED AT ONCE 


The Work Is Highly Satisfactory and the 
City Officials and the People 
Are Pleased. 


The last grains of sand are now being 
scattered over the Broad street bridge. 

Tonight or tomorrow morning the first 
vehicle will go over the new connecting 
link between North and South Broad 
street. 

The sidewalks on both sides of the bridge 
have been laid and the one on the east 
side has been in use for some days while 
the one of the west side is still too damp 
and new for the imprint of a foot. 

The driveways on both sides of the two 
street car tracks, as well as the street car 
tracks themselves, have been laid. The 
cement flooring or rather the cement for 
the flooring has all been carefully spreat 
and the vitrified brick have been set as 
they should be. Yesterday the men were 
busy sifting the sand over the bridge so 
as to fill the crevices between the bricks 
and after them: came the kegs of pitch 
which make the bridge floor almost one 
solid mass. But for the fact that it re- 
quires time for a floor of that kind to dry 
vehicles could have gone over the bridge 
yesterday. But the floor is yet too soft 
and pliable to allow the turn of wheels 
over it and the bridge remained closed all 
during the day. 

Had it not been for the rains that have 
been falling for the past few days the 
bridge would have been completed and 
the superintendent, like his men, would 
have been away. In all probability the 
fastest piece of bridge building done since 
the war, the days when pontoons were 
laid, was the building of the Broad street 
bridge. The contractors agreed to com- 
plete the bridge before September, and 
there were many who were of the opinion 
that the builders were talking through their 
hats when they made that agreement. 
But after starting ter days later than was 
anticipated, the superintendent will turn 
the bridge over to the city two or three 
days before the time @ contract stipu- 
lates. | 

That part of the work in*which the heavy 
steel and iron was used was pushed along 
with the most astonishing rapidity ever 
known in the south. Only to Superintend- 
ent Webster and his company of trained 
bridge builders was the work anything like 
slow. Each of them knew what it was to 
work quick and rapidly and before they 
had been here a week it was apparent that 
the bridge would be up by the time the 
contract called for its completion. 

Last week the bridge builders and all 
of the tools left the city for Philadelphia, 
where the company has one of the largest 


contracts ever let in the union. Every 
thing went on that train except Superin- 


-tendent Webster and two or three of his 


best men that he kept to see the sidewalks 
and flooring laid. Since then the work has 
been done by city hands under the charge 
of Dr. Charles D’Alvigny, of the city de- 
partment, Superintendent Webster keeping 
an observation for the purpose of follow- 
ing the specifications, not that he had any 
doubt about Dr. D’Alvigny, but in order 
to turn the bridge over complete as con- 
tracted for. Day and night Dr. D’Alvigny 
has been working and today he and Super- 
intendent Webster will turn the passway 
over to the city. 

Mr. Josh Tye, ex-member of the general 
council, laid the first brick in the floor, 
and that insures the fact that the floor 
will be the best the bridge has ever had.

KNOCKED OUT IN ONE ROUND. 


O’Brien Could Not Touch the Boston 
Negro—A Large Attendance. 
Baston, Mass., August 28.—An audience 
of 2,500 people witnessed the Walcott- 
O’Brien boxing match this evening at the 
West Newton street armory, under. the 
auspices of the Farragut Club, which re- 
sulted in the latter’s defeat in one round. 
Joe Walcott, of Boston, is the recognized 
140-pound champion of America and Dick 
O’Brien, of ‘Lewiston, Me., is considered 
one of the cleverest fighters in the same 
class. This was their second fight, the 

firat one being won by Walcott. 

O’Brien had plenty of backers about the 
ringside, and from his appearance there 
was a. strong indication that he would put 
up a great battle.

Lithia Springs and he advised the Federa- 
tion of Trades, through its secretary, Mr. 
Harry Chase, by letter yesterday, of his 
inability to speak, as it had been an- 
nounced that he would do. The governor 
said that he regretted that he would be un- 
able to take part in the exercises, as he had 
promised to do, but he wished the move- 
nient entire success. 

Preparations for the celebration of the 
day are picgressing and there is not a day 
trat some new and interesting feature is 
rot added to the already interesting pro- 
gramme. Nothing is being left undone 
that would in any way contribute to the 
success of the celebration and the indica- 
tions are that this year’s Labor Day cele- 
Lration will be the grandest in the history 
of the state. The main part of the celebra- 
tion ‘will be held at Lakewood park, where 
the principal speaking of the day will take 
place. 

Will Be a Big Parade. 

The big parade being arranged promises 
to eclipse the expectations of the most 
sanguine of the labor men of the city. 
Feature after feature is being added to it 
and the gorgeousness of the parade will 
uttract the admiration of the thousands 
who are sure to witness it. All of the 
principal labor unions in the city will take 
part in the parade, and ‘it is estimated 
that about fifteen hundred or two thousand 
labor men will march to the music of 
three bands. Many of the unicns will ap- 
pear in the parade clad in fancy and at- 
tractive uniforms and costumes ang many 
of them will make a display never before 
seen om the streets of Atlanta, 

The first feature of the day’s celebration 
will be an introductory address at the cap- 
itol steps at 9:30 o’clock Monday morning 
by Mr. M. B. Morrison, of the Paper 
Tiangers’ Union. who is chairman of the 
committee on reception. Mr. Morrison will 
welcome the visitors to the city on behalf 
of the labor unions of Atlanta and refer 
to the objects of the day. He will be fol- 
Jowed by a representative of Governor At- 
kinson, who will welcome the visitors on 
behalf of the state. The governor had 
been booked to deliver the address of wel- 
ccme himself, but for the reasons given he 
will be unable to do so. 

The governor's representative will be fol- 
lowed by Mayor King, who will welcome 
the visitors on behalf of the city. At the 
conclusion of Mayor King’s address the 
big parade will be fazsmed on Capitol 
square and march through the principal 
streets of the city. The parade will be in 
charge of the marshal of the day, Mr. H. 
P. Blount, of the Typographical union, and 
three assistants—Messers. W. A. Howell, 
of the carpenters; C. H. Cheshire, of the 
tinners, and James W. Wilscn, of the pa- 
per hangers. 

The parade will end at 
Whitehall and Cooper streets, where the 
paraders will board cars for Lakewood 
park. When the park is reached an ad- 
aress will be delivered on ‘‘Labor Day” by 
Mr. James M. Welter, of Baltimore, grand 
president of the Painters and Decorators’ 
Union of America. Following his address 
the big barbecue will be served, after which 
the remainder of the speeches on the pro- 
gramme will bé delivered. Those who will 
address the assemblage in the afternoon 
are: Mr. EF, W. Wimberly, state lecturer 
of the alliance, of Cochran, Ga.; Mr. Je- 
rome Jones, of Nashville, Tenn., president 
of the Central Labor Union, of that city; 
Mr. J. B. Hawkins, of Chattanooga, of the 
Brotherhood of Blacksmiths.

DR. DONALDSON ELECTED PASTOR, 
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The Ten-Iuch Main Will Pour Water 
Into Clara Meer, 


THE LAKE WILL BE RAPIDLY FILLED 


Mr, Grant Wilkins Again Announces That 
the Lake Will Be Filledin Two 
W eeks. 


At 7 o’ciock tonight a huge stream of 
clear water will rush into Clara Meer. 

In two weeks the beautiful lake will be 
filled and its waves will dance in eager an- 
ticipation for the opening days of the expo- 
sition. So states Mr. Grant Wilkins again. 

The huge engine which has been slowly 
but steadily pumping the turbid water from 
the upper division of Clara Meer came sud- 
denly to a stop yesterday afternoon at 2:30 
o’clock, gave two or three short puffs of 
fatigue and ceased to turn. 

“It’s ready,” said Chief Charles Foster; 
“all ready. Now the water can come in 
and Clara Meer can be filled.’’ 

Word was flashed over to Mr. Grant Wil- 
kins and a smile enveloped his countenance. 

There was hurrying to and fro and the 
arrangements necessary to have the water 
turned on were looked into. It was found 
that the upper end of the lake needed to 
be cleaned out in some parts and several 
hands were placed to work there to move 
out the debris and make a clear bottom. 

Tonight the water will be rushing in 
through the big ten-inch main which has 
been placed under the arch of the bridge, 
near the dam, which has separated the two 
divisions of the lake. | 

There yet remains in the upper division, 
the one from which the water has been 
pumped, a large amount of muddy water. 
This, however, will not interefere with the 
filling of the lake and will mingle into the 
clear water. 


The lower part of the lake had already . 


been for the most part filled. 
building the Stations for the naptha 
launches has been going on for several 
days and the lake front is being other- 
wise decorated. Just above the water line, 
embedded in the deep grass before the elec- 
tricity building, flower seeds have been set 
out, spelling the name Clara Meer. Several 
of the naptha launches, by the way, ar- 
rived yesterday and will be piaced on the 
lake as s00n as possiDie. 

Already the lower division of Clara Meer 
has become clear and for over a week the 
water has been almost transparent. No 
further work is needed in this division. 

She’s OF Tonight. 

The iarge main will be run at night and 
during the day Mr. Wilkins has arranged 
for two four-inch mains to be let in. The 
lake will be filled fast at this rate and it 
is expected that in two weeks’ time the 
whole will be filled. 

“You can say,” said Mr. Wilkins last 
night, “that the water will be certainly 
turned on tonight. It was expected that 
the water would be let on tonight, but there 
was some cleaning out of the bottom to be 
done. There will be more work there dur- 
ing the day tomorrow, but by night the 
water will flow. 

‘I don’t think there’s any question as 
to whether the iake will be filled in time. 
With the capacity which has been prepared 
now to fill it I should say that in two 
weeks’ time at the least all the water that 
is wanted will be in Clara Meer.’

California proper will be located in the 
right wing of the manufactures and liberal 
arts building, Here 3,200 square feet has 


been reserved. 

This enterprising state, it seems, comes 
on the ground with two exhibits, but Mr. 
Filcher announces that the building now 
being erected at the lower end of the ma- 
chinery hall, has no connection with the 
exhibit of the state proper. 

The state board of trade is one of the 
strongest organizations of California, It 
is composed of the most representative 
men in the state, both upper and lower Cal- 
ifornia, and has behind it the soundest 
financial backing. The object of the or- 
ganization is to promote the interests of 
the state, and to forward its advaniages. 
The organization is composed of represen- 
tatives from the different counties, who are 
the presiding officers of suborganizations. 

It was rather late when the question of 
making an exhibit at the Cotton States 
and International exposition was agitated, 
too late, in fact, to get through the legis- 
lature an appropriation for that purpose. 

Those interested in th® matter appealed 
to the state board of trade, and requested 
that the officers of that order decree that 
the splendid exhibition which is continual- 
ly kept on display, be sent out to Atlanta. 
For some time the question as to whether 
California could make the show was dis- 
cussed, but_private subscriptions began to 
pour in, and the prestige of the board of 
trade influenced the _ railroads, most of 
them, to transport the exhibit free of 
charge, 

Mr. Filcher since then has been actively 
at work, and through the aid of the state 
Officers, who have been generous in their 
aid, has brought to this city one of the 
most elaborate displays made by any one 
Biate.

- Surpasses the show made by that state af 
-the world’s fair. In their preparation for

The state of Arkansas is on the rush. 
The greater part of that exhibit is on the 
floor and will be Placed in a few days. 

Colonel W. G. Vincenheller. state com- 
missioner of agriculture, is expected in At- 
lanta tomorrow and will supervise the erec. 
tion of thaw part of the display which yet 
remains to be put up. 

There is no doubt but this state will be 
ready on the opening day. From the way 
Mr. Clark, who has charge of the installa- 
tion, has been working for the last two 
days it will not be a week before the whole 
display of fruits. This department has been 

Arkansas has secured 5,000 feet immedi- 
ately at the main entrance of the agricul- 
tural building. Next to California this 
state will perhaps have the most attractive 
display of ruits. This department has been 
given prominence in the display. 

One of the most striking features in this 
Show is the big sign which can be seen 
from any point in the building. This is 
7x78 feet, made of cotton seed and small 
grain on a dark background. 3elow this 
has been placed the cereal decorations, 
elaborate and intricate. The entire walls, 
ceiling, pillars and exhibit structures are 
covered with grain, made into the most 
Striking designs. ‘ 

Natural products have been used to show 
up the figures of horses, cattle and ani- 
mals of various kinds. 

In order to produce these effects ears ot 
corn have been cut in half and split into 
disks, showing up the different colors. The 
Shading is done with grain and in various 
other ways. In some cases the single ker- 
nels of grain and grains of corn are taken 
up to obtain the desired effect. 

The exhibit stands and cases of the 
Arkansas display harmonizes with the 
wall decorations. The exhibit itself is large 
and varied in character. First upon the 
main aisle is the fruit show, which is shown 
in plates and in handsome glassware, 
especially constructed for the most striking 
display. Prominent among these stands 
are two tall pyramids of apples, the bases 
of which are made up of glass globes of 
fruit which make a striking and imposing 
appearance. 

A diamond to every visitor to the exposi- 
tion. Think of it. Arkansas will present 
to every man who passes her door at the 
exposition a diamond taken from Hot 
Springs. In this department the method 
of cutting and polishing these diamonds 
will be shown. Car loads of apples will be 
Shipped during the exposition and given 
away to the visitors. A nice office has 
been fixed up for the commissioner, Mr. 
Vincenheller, and next to this is being fitted 
up a cozy reception room where friends of 
the state will be entertained. 

Arkansas will be ready on the 18th. 

Professor Day Here. 

Professor David T. Day, who is at the 
head of the geological survey, came to At- 
lanta yesterday morning and will be here 
for some time, superintending the placing 
of exhibits and looking after the exhibition 
of that department of the government with 
which he is connected. 

To Professor Day is due the credit of 
evolving the idea of erecting the statistical 
columns, which are intended to show the 
output of mineral in a minute in the 
southern states. 

Foreign Exhibits Here. 

The first shipment of foreign exhibits came 
in yesterday and were turned over to Chev- 
alier Macchi, general European commis- 
sioner. These came direct from New York, 
where they arrived some days ago. The 
objects received yesterday come from Italy. 
This country, by the way, will place the 
most radiant show seen in the foreign de- 
partment. Its display will consist of beau- 
tiful carved statuary, carved and artistic 
furniture of all descriptions, decorated 
panels and drawing room panels, Venetian 
glassware, tapestries, cutleries, scientific 
books and many other interesting features. 

Chevalier Macchi says that all his exhib- 
its will be in place by the opening day. 
Another shipment is expected in a few 
days. Mr. Dario L. Conzati, his secretary, 
who accompanied him on his trip through 
Europe in the interest of the exposition, 
will arrive in New York in a few days and 
will come at once to Atlanta. 

Exhibits at Random. 

Work in the machinery hall is being 
pushed rapidly. Already three of the six 
pumps for the electrical fountain have been 
placed in. Chief Charles F. Foster says 
that the pipes will be ready by the 6th of 
September. 

A time ball was placed up yesterday on 
the top of the government building. This 
will fall at the same time that the regular 
ball in Washington drops marking the 
time for the continent. The big ball is 
placed over the front entrance of the gov- 
ernment building and is an interesting 
feature. 

Captain J. A. Judson, superintendent of 
the manufactures hall, marked off space 
yesterday for the exhibition of Yale col- 
lege. The upper gallery has been reserved 
for the college exhibits and many of the 
largest institutions of the land have applied 
for space. 

The first exhibit to be finished on the 
grounds was placed by the Black Diamond 
file works, of Philadelphia. Mr. Frank 
Bennet, representing that company, left 
last night. This is the first finished work 
in the way of, exhibits on the grounds. 

Mr. Fred Snow, of New York, is expected 
in Atlanta today. During his absence the 
state building which he has been looking 
after, has gone up in a hurry. 


TO ENTERTAIN THE NEGROES. 


The Colored Visitors to the Exposition 
Will Be Cared For. 

Just before the adjournment of the meet- 
ing of the executive board Mr. Alex Smith 
stated that it had been suggested that a 
public comfort department be organized by 
the negroes who were interested in the suc- 
cess of the exposition. 

Several weeks ago this movement was 
undertaken by W. A. Mathews, the super- 
Gray street school, and 
since the day of its conception the work of. 
securing accommodations for the colored 
visitors has been carried on. It was given 
considerable prominence at the time and 
met with the approval of all. The negroes 
themselves have manifested much interest 
in the movement and have signified their 
willingness to co-operate with the leaders 
who have undertaken to make room for 
the visitors. 

Yesterday afternoon the matter was 
brought to the attention of the executive 
board, and it was determined that this 
movement should be carried through to a 
successful culmination. All the members 
of the board favored the work that has 
been accomplished by Mathews, and after 
a few minutes’ consideration the negro 
board was authorized to open and conduct 
a public comfort department, 

The work has been placed in the man- 
agement of W. A. Mathews and F. ‘ 
Crumbley. They will go to work at once 
preparing to entertain their race, and 
many rooms have already been secured for 
them since Mathews first determined to 
lead in the matter. 

The board yesterday authorized the estab- 
lishment of the department and suggested 
that it be opened with.n three blocks of 
the union depot. It is probable that head- 
quarters will be secured near the Young 
Men’s Christian Association building, in the 
frame build.ng that is adjacent. 

It is now certain that all negroes will be 
entertained and suitable rooms will be se- 
cured for them.

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Work Was Commenced on Mrs. Littleton’s 
Playhouse Yesterday. 


THE CONTRACTORS COME FROM CHICAGO 


The Plucky Little Lady Tells How It Will 
Be Run-—The Money Has All 
Been Raised. 


Mrs. Littleton’s plan to have a dramatic 
buliding at the exposition is to be realized. 

Work was ‘virtually begun yesterday and 
before tonight the pick-ax and shovel will 
begin the work of preparing for the foun- 
dation. 

The contract for the building has been 
given to Mr. W. H. Haskell, of Chicago, 
who is one of the most noted theater con- 
tractors in the United States. Mr. F. E. 
Hinds, a civil engineer of note, and Mr. 
Haskell’s first assistant, arrived yesterday 
morning and began work on the foundation, 
Mr. Hinds will remain in the city as super- 
intendent of the building until it is com- 
pletely finished. ‘He is accompanied by Mr. 
N. A. Poull, his assistant. 

Littl has been said about the dramatic 
building for some time, as Mrs. Littleton 
refuses to talk on the subject until she 
could prove to the satisfaction of the 
doubting public that the building was not 
only to be built, but that it was to be 
one of the leading, if not the leading, fea- 
ture of the exposition. She has received 
telegrams daily from New York and Chica- 
go from her managers and contractors and 
now everything is in readiness for the 
building. 

The building is to be a handsome struc- 
ture on thé gothic style of architecture. 
As it is to ‘be used after the exposition, it 
will be strong and substantial. It is to be 
built on reguiar theater style and a model 
play house interior. 

The architect of the building is Mr. 
George O. Garnsey, one of the best known 
architects in Chicago, having been superin- 
tendent of the federal buildings at Chicago, 
including the United States building at the 
world’s fair. He was also the designer of 
the state capitol at Springfield, lll. He is 
a prolific writer on ali matters germane 
to his calling. The design of the building 
is said to be grand in appearance. 

‘“‘Now that the buiiding is begun, the peo- 
ple who have never believed that there 
would be a dramatic ‘building will be 
satisfied,’’ said Mrs. Littleton. ‘“‘All New 
York and Chicago are more interested in 
this undertaking than Atlanta and have 
devoted numerous editorials and -columns 
of the paper describing the advantages and 
the entertainment that will be had out of 
the dramatic ‘building. 

‘The dramatic building will be the biggest 
thing to be seen at the exposition. The 
exposition has been mentioned more in 
connection with the dramatic display in 
the northern papers than through and 
other channel. There will be a continual 
run of the most noted dramas and operas 
at the dramatic hall through the entire 
exposition ‘besides the expensive spectacu- 
lars that we intend to produce. I have 
enough money at my command to com- 
plete the theater and make it a thorough 
success. We are going to open the doors 
of the hak on the lth of October without 
fail. The first production will be the spec- 
tacular, ‘DeSoto,’ which will have fully 
200 people in the cast. ° 
“The play is now in the hands of the man- 
ager, who will select his cast and begin 
the rehearsal at an early date. The pu.ay, 
while not on the exact line of the celebrat- 
ed Kiralfy’s ‘America,’ is of that order. 
From what has been learned it will be 
fully as grand a production as Kiralfy’s 
spectacuiar, there being 200 or more in the 
cast, and the majority of these pretty 
girls will be in costumes like those worn 
by the dancers in ‘the days of DeSoto and 
Balboa. 

“There are numerous other spectacles 
and any number of dramas that are going 
to be produced during the exposition,’’ 
continued Mrs. Littleton. “Among them 
*The Patriots,’ which fs ‘to be presented for 
the first time. Then there are to ‘be a num- 
ber of plays from (Chicago; in fact, the 
newest and most popular plays will be put 
on.”’ 

Mr. Hinds said last night: ‘‘There will 
be several workmen from Chicago next 
week, who will start right to work putting 
up the building. They are all men who 
have assisted in building large theaters 
and understand their work thoroughiy. By 
the end of next week we will have the 
frame part of the building well on its way, 
after which the work can be done more 
rapidly.’’ 

Miss Nora H. Gridley, the daughter of 
Judge Gridley, of Michigan, who is to be 
the corresponding secretary of the Inter- 
state Dramatic Spectacular Association, ar- 
rived yesterday. She came direct from 
Chicago, where she was working in the in- 
terest ‘of the association. 

“We intend to make a grand affair out 
of this dramatic ‘hall,” said ‘Miss Gridley. 
“I have received letters from a number of 
very prominent theatrical people over the 
country and they all indorse our effort to 
get up this exhibit. I have been promised 
a targe nutmber of ancient theatrical ef- 
fects and I can get as many as we need 
to make a compiete and interesting dis- 
play for the building. 

‘The ‘building is going to be one of the 
prettiest structures of the whole expoal- 
tion,’’ continued Miss Gridley. ‘It will be 
a good deal larger than the people expect. 
We intend to make it a place of comfort 
and rest as well as a place of amusement, 

‘There will be two cafes and one roof 
garden. We will in all probability have a 
variety performance during the mornings, 
but the afternoons and night will be 
devoted to legitimate drama and spectacu- 
lar productions. 

‘“T have received letters from a number 
of the leading actors and actresses of the 
country,’’ said Miss Gridley, “who have 
consented to play at the dramatic hall. 
Then there is to be a large chorus of the 
very prettiest girls in Chicago, who will be 
here tor several weeks.”’ 


THE BULL PEN BEING BUILT. 


Does It Mean That Mr. Smythe In- 
tends Trying To Have His Fight? 

Does Mr. Smythe, the Mexican village 
concessionaire, contemplate having a bull 
fight after all? 

The arena, in which the bull fight was to 
have occurred, is going right up, just as 
if the exposition management had not 
taken action suppressing the fight. The 
work has not been stopped for a single 
minute on account of the board's action. 

Yesterday about a dozen workmen were 
busy on the arena, which is fast assuming 
definite proportions. They all stated in 
answer to inquiries that the arena was 
being erected for the bull fight. 

‘“‘Does Mr. Smythe intend trying to have 
the fight, any how?’’ was asked. 

“We don’t know,” said one ef the work- 
men. ‘‘He is out of town and won't re- 
turn until September Sth. All we know 
about it is that the arena is for the bull 
fight. That is what we have been told. 
We don’t know what he will do with it.’’ 

It was stated that Mr. Smythe was in 
Columbus on a business trip. No one who 
knew definitely about the matter could be 
seen. It was suggested by some of the 
exposition employes that Mr. Smythe in- 
tended using the arena for another kind 
of show. This hardly seems probable. It 
would not be suited for any other kind of 
performance. The seats rise abruptly, 
circus fashion, from the ground, and are 
almost on top of each other. The seating 
capacity of the interior will not exceed 600. 
The ring in the center is very small and is 
not suited to the use of any other kind of 
performance, unless Mr. Smythe has in- 
vented something new.

=! A Committee Will Try To Bring Back 


the Western Roads. 


THERE IS. AGREAT CHASM, IT SEEMS 


If Something Like a Conpromise Isn’t 
Achieved, a Western Ags >ctation 
Will Bethe Outcome. 


Will there be two railroad associations 
at the south or will the lines all decide 
to join the new organization recently form- 
ed in New York, and move on as before 
under similar regulations as those by which 
the Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
gociation was conducted? 

The question was never more pertinent 
than now since the officials of the various 
lines in New York, after forming the as- 
sociation to be known as the Southern 
States Freight Association, are postponing 
the at organization until they 
find whether some of the western roads 
will not enter with them, 

Tlie split between the easterg roads and 
those which run out from the south to the 
west is familiar to every Qne. 

The lines that have joined the new 
gociation in New York so far have 
strictly eastern roads, 

All of the roads 
souch Atlantic and gulf 
river points have studiously 
ting their names to the new agreement. 
. There was immediate talk of forming 
a new association, the membership of 
which would be made up of such lines as 
the Western and Atlantic, the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, the Louisville 
and Nashville, the Queen and Crescent, 
the Mobile and Ohio, the Illinois Central, 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Birming- 
ham and all the other roads which come in 
these lines of railway. 

It seems to have been decided by the 
lines that signed the new agreement in 
New York to wait awhile. They seem to 
want to know first what the western 
are about when they stand back so stub- 
bornly and refuse to enter the association. 
All of this counts for much in the way 
of evidence that the western lines are 
pretty well at outs with the other roads 
andl that they would organize a western 
association in a minute if they had no 
encouragement to “-become members of the 
new organization, In the meantime the 
committee. to court favor with the west- 
ern lines and try to bring them back into 
the fold will start about its task. It has 
been decided to hold the gdp down until 
September 27th and send courting 
committee around to see what they shall 
pee. 

If nothing turns up that might lead toa 
compromise, in which case the entire new 
agreement will be changed, it seems cer- 
tain that the western roads will form an 
association of their own. 

It fs clear that the western roads are 
getting pretty independent with the asso- 
ciations anyhow. This is clearly set forth 
in the recent withdrawal of the Western 
and Atlantic from the Southern States 
Passenger Association, as weil as the stuhb- 
born refusal on the part of President Thom- 
as, of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis, to join the new freight association 
s0 lately organized in New York. 

The attitude of the western roads certain- 
ly has the railroad officials of the entire 
south guessing just now.

The Dissatisfied Western Lines May Be 
Brought Back. 

New York, August 28.—(Special.)—At to- 
day’s meeting of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association, it was agreed to 
extend the present association until Octo- 
ber Ist, and to convene the Southern States 
Freight Association at the Hotel Waldorf 
on September 27th, 

The delay in organizing the new freight 
association is caused by the refusal of ihe 
Clyde Steamship Company, the South Car- 
Olina and Georgia railroad, the Georgia 
railroad and the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road to become members. 

It is thought that these companies may 
be induced to chaftige their present views on 
er before September 27th, If not, the prob- 
lem of forming an association without them 
will be presented.

H. M. Harton, of : Birmingham, Sues for 
130,000 Acres of Land. 


SPICY TESTIMONY GIVEN IN REBUTTAL 


Defendants Claim That the Dates of Certain 
. Letters Placed in Evidence Were 
Altered—The Case Now Pendinge 


Judge Newman, of the United States cir- 
cuit court, will take up next Monday the 
case of Harton vs. David McKee and oth- 
ers. The suit that has been filed by Mr. 
H. M. Harton ig the result ef certain con- 
tracts and options which he claims he had 
with Mr, McKee. Mr. Harton says in his 
bill, that he held an option on 130,000 acres 
of land owned by Mr. McKee, and that 
While this option was in effect and was 
binding, the property Was sold to other par- 
ties, 

In rebuttal Mr. McKee. says that the op- 
tions and contract had been abandoned by 
Mr. Harton, and that he was at liberty to 
sell the property to whomsvoever he wished, 

The land in question was sold on Janu- 
ary loth last to several Athanta gentlemen 
and a deed was given by Mr, McKee and 
the transfer of the land was duly made and 
executed, Just aiter the passing of the 
deed, Mr. Harton notified him that he had 
an option on the property that had been 
solid, and that the deed should not have 
been given, 

In the meantime a suit was filed for: the 
recovery of the land. 

To sustain him in the position that he has 
taken, Mr. Harton has placed on evidence 
certain letters that he says he received 
from Mr. McKee. ‘The letters are to the 
effect that an option did exist. The let- 
ters are dated in the year 1894. In rebuttal 
Mr. McKee states that the letters were 
written in 1893, and that the date has been 
changed and put one year later, When 
the letters were presented to the court the 
attorneys for the defendants claimed that 
the dates had been changed, and expert tes- 
timony was obtained to this effect. Mr. 
Harton lives in Birmingham, and if the 
interrogatories that were taken he simply 
swears that the letters were received by 
him, but does not swear as to the date they 
were received, It is now the desire of the 
defendants that Mr. Tilarton swear as to 
the date of the letters. The clerk of the 
court was instructed by Judge Newman not 
to let the letters leave his office without a 
special order. The attorneys for Mr. Har- 
ton then asked the judge that he grant a 
special order allowing the papers to be t¢k- 
en to Birmingham in order that Mr. Har- 
ton could make an affidavit as to the date, 
but the defendants objected. Judge New- 
mart then stated that he would decide on 
next Monday whether the letters would be 
allowed to be taken from the clerk’s office 
or whether he would require Mr. Harton to 
come to Atlanta to make his affidavit. 

Story of the Claim. 

The evidence that has been given shows 
that Mr. David McKee, who lives in Daw- 
son ¢ounty, was the owner of about 130,000 
acres of good land, which was valued at 
$1.25 per acre. This land is located in 
Clinch, Ware and neighboring counties. 


ter, R. M. Farrar, A. J. Orme, E. T. Wil- 
liams and F. F. Moore obtained an option 
on the tract of land. It was the purpose of 
these gentlemen to hold the property until 
they could see whether they would pur- 
chase it or not. After considering the mat- 
ter, it was decided that it would be pur- 
chased, and on January 15th, of this year, 
the deed was drawn up by Mr. Mckee and 
the right in the land was transferred to the 
above named gentlemen, 

Just after the deed was given Mr. H. M. 
Harton, a resident of Birmingham, claimed 
to hold an option on the property, and stat- 
ed that it could not be sold during the term 
of his option. He further stated that the 
Atlanta gentlemen were awnhre of the ex- 
istence of this option and that they made 
the purchase with full knowledge that such 
an agreement between himself and Mr. Mc- 
Kee had been made. Mr. Harton also stat- 
ed that he had transferred an interest in 
this alleged option to Mr. L. E. Parsons, 
also of Birmingham, The Atlanta purchas- 
ers declined to accede to this view and pro- 
posed to hold the land.’ 

Suit Is Filed in the Circuft Court, 

Then the suit was filed. 

On last Monday further testimony on let- 
ters was taken on this point. Messrs. E. 
S. McCandless, L. Z. Rosser, L. J. Hill, 
Clerk. G. H. Tanner and Clerk Frank My- 
ers swore that the letters had been altered. 

From the evidence that has been given it 
appears that Mr. Harton had written letters 
to Mr. McKee abandoning the contract and 
option that he had held on the property. 
These letters, it is said, were written prior 
to the date of the letters in question, but 
after the real date of the letters. It is 
claimed that Mr. Harton took an option on 
the land in the fall of 93 and in '94 he 
wrote a letter to Mr. McKee asking that 
the contract be annulled and a new ‘propo- 
sition made, Mason & Hill are attorneys 
for Messrs. Harton and Parsons, of Ala- 
banam. Mr. McKee and the Atlanta pur- 
chasers of the land are represented by 
Glenn & Rountree, F. F, Moore and E. T. 
Williams.
